Early November, 1976, still recovering from remaining traces of the Bicentennial, beckoned with one of the most confusing 
and controversial events to take place in America: the 1976 Presidential election. 

Incumbent, Gerald Ford, Republican, and Democrat Jimmy Carter, a seemingly unknown peanut farmer from Georgia, 
were the two primary candidates. Both men proved sufficiently confusing to the American public as neither would speak 
directly in regard to their views and plans concerning the United States. 

Carter, who based his platform on honesty and integrity, went after votes»from the Old South and the industrial North. 
Ford went after the West, Midwest, and the Southwest, building his platform on the reputation of his previous partial term. 

The election was neck-and-neck all the way with both candidates gaining, losing, and regaining the lead in the popular 
vote. Neither candidate seemed too confident about winning the election, but both had the required optimism to keep on 
campaigning. 

Finally, the day of reckoning came on November 2, 1976, and both Ford and Carter, along with the American public, 
anxiously awaited the outcome. The nearly 79 million voters gave the position to Jimmy Carter by a margin of 3%. Both men 
seemed relieved that the turmoil was over as President Ford bowed out graciously to Jimmy Carter who took office January
